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Middle School 
Proposal Faces 
Voters Monday 


Voters in the Crawford 
AuSable School District will 
says yes or no Monday toa 
proposal to replace the 67- 
year-old Middle School with 
a new attached Middle 
School at the High School. 

Below are the questions 
most frequently asked of 
school officials and respon- 
ses by the school board and 
adminstrators. 


Why not construct a new 
building at the elementary 
school site either attached to 
the elementary school or on 
the existing football fleld? 

There is no advantage to 
attaching a new building to 
the existing Grayling 
Elementary School as there 
are no facilities within that 
building that could be 
shared. The Grayling 
Elementary building was 
constructed with the 
possibility for expansion of a 
few elementary classrooms 
and not an entire additional 
building. If a new building 
was constructed on the foot- 
ball field site, it would cost 
approximately $500,000 more 
than a new building attached 
to the present high school as 
there would be no shared 
facilities. Also, there is not 


enough space for elementary 
school recesses, fifth grade 
recess, and sixth through 
eighth grade physical 
education classes at the foot- 
ball field site. 

Won’t a middie schoo! con- 
structed on the high school 
site result in greatly in- 
creased busing costs? 

There seems to be a com- 
mon misconception that a 
large percentage of middle 
school students walk to 
school. By actual county, 
84% of middle school studen- 
ts ride buses. All our buses 
currently stop at the high 
school so no additional runs 
would have to be created. In 
addition, the cost of busing 
students from the present 
middle school to the football 
field site for outdoor 
physical education would be 
eliminated. 

What will be done to insure 
that middle school students 
(particularly the fifth & six- 
th grade students) will not be 
mixing with high school 
students? 

A. The trail road behind 
the high school to the tennis 
courts and baseball field will 
be paved with a bus loading 
and unloading zone. Thus,

Mog Has Criminals ‘On The Rur

The newest Crawford 
County Sheriff Deputy may 
seem a little young at less 
than two years of age but his 
credentials are impressive. 

Lex Vom Baerenzwinger, 
of German descent, can leap 
8-foot fences, turn back a 
dangerous crowd of 50 per- 
sons, and outrun the fleetest 
crook. And he doesn’t mind 
working seven days a week 
at low pay. 


“He loves to track. It’s not 
work to him, it’s a game,”’ 
his owner and handler Linda 
Sprague says about Lex’s 
chief duty - tracking lost 
persons or criminals, 

Lex, a german shepherd, 
has already proved to be a 
valuable addition to the 
sheriff dept. in his first mon- 
th of work. He’s been called 


out for 49 hours of tracking 
that has helped police collar 
four breaking and entering 
suspects and solve ten 
burglaries. Lex has also 
aided searches in Wexford 
and Missuakee counties for 
an 85-year-old man and an 
82-year-old woman. 


Sheriff Joe White says 
before Sprague bought Lex 
his dept. would have to wait 
for other tracking dogs in 
northern Michigan to travel 
here. Now, with Sprague and 
Lex on 24-hour call, a track- 
ing dog can be on a scent 
within 20 minutes of any 
place in the county. 

Sprague, who runs with 
Tex holding his leash while 
he tracks, says her dog 
knows the difference bet- 
ween scouting for lost per- 
sons and tracking criminals.

“He’s good with children, 
He enjoys people and would 
rather be with people than 
his own kind,” says Sprague, 
a Sheriff Dept. reserve of- 
ficer. 

But the dog does know how 
to handle criminals. If a 
criminal he is tracking 
doesn’t stop when the dog 
finds him, the dog will ap- 
prehend him. Or if someone 
attacks his handler, the dog 
will protect his handler. 

Sprague says in cities hard 
hit with money problems 


police dogs are being used to 
help protect night patrol of- 
ficers. 

“The dog scares a lot of 
city people more than the of- 
ficer’s gun. They know an of- 
ficer isn’t likely to pull his 
gun, Another advantage to 
having a police dog is you 
can call a dog back but you 
can’t calla bullet back,” 


Sprague says Lex is good 
in finding criminals con- 
cealed in buildings - a 
dangerous situation for of- 
ficers. 

“His nose and ears are ex- 
cellent.” 

For Lex, who signed the 
sworn deputy statement with 
his paw print, his reward af- 
ter a hard day’s work is TLC 
and a big meal.

While Jonathan Schell in 
his book, ‘“‘The Fate Of The 
Earth’, could impress 
people with his understand- 
ing of Einstein's formula E 
= me?, and a mass of details 
about the operation and 
power of nuclear energy, he 
seemed to be at a loss about 
how it got here, what holds it 
together, and what is the ex- 
pected end of such energy.

middle school students and 
high school students will be 
dropped off and then picked 
up at the end of the day on 
opposite side of the two 
buildings creating a physical 
barrier and a distance of at 
least % mile between their 
bus loading and unloading 
zones. This, coupled with a 
fence between the high 
schoo! parking area and the 
middle school play fields will 
keep students separated 
during the periods of time 
before school and after 
school. 

B. By attaching the new 
building to the high school 
building along a large por- 
tion of the back section of the 
high school, corridors ean be 
constructed along what is 
now the outside of that sec- 
tion. As the rooms to be 
shared in that section 
already have doors directly 
to the outside, middle school 
corridors will be constructed 
along that outside wall 
allowing middle school 
students to access those 
shared classrooms without 
ever entering high school 
hallways. Thus, the only 
time a middle schoo! student 
will have to enter a high 
school corridor will be to ac- 
cess band or vocal music 
rooms or, in a large group, 
the auditorium. High school 
students will not be allowed 
in the middle school building 
at any time. 

C. A physical-education- 
only gymnasium will be con- 
structed in the new building 
so that middle school studen- 
ts will not, at any time, have 
to go through the high school 
building to the gymnasium. 

The middle school will 
have its own parking, 
library, cafeteria, language 
lab, computer lab, science 
labs, administrative and 
counseling offices, and out- 
door physical education 
fields. 

What plans have been 
made to handle sewage for 
the new building? 

Several options are avail- 
able. The first and best op- 
tion and the option the Board 
fully expects to follow is to 
construct an. onsite treat- 
ment facility. Hydrogeologi- 
cal surveys will be conduc- 
ted with the results and a 
recommendation from the 
local health department sent 
to the state health depart- 
ment with an application to 
construct onsite treatment. 
If, and only if, this request is 
denied, will other options be 
pursued. Other options are 
the extension of the city 
sewer line and construction 
of treatment facilities on 
another site. The cost of all 
of these options have been 
projected and the budget for 
the building includes suf- 
ficient resources to provide 
for whichever option must be 
pursued. 

What is to be done with the 
existing middle school site? 

A committee is currently 
studying that issue. In June, 
they made a preliminary 
recommendation that the old 
building ought to be razed. It 
was viewed as a potential 
liability and hazard as well 
as an eyesore. The project 
includes sufficient funds to 
tear down the old building 
and to reclaim the site and 
divert heat to the gym and 
bus garage. It is the inten- 
tion of the Board to continue 
to use the existing middle 
school gym for home basket- 
ball contests and to provide 
the use of the facility for 
community recreation. The 
Board aiso intends to con- 
tinue the bus maintenance 
operation on the site until 
funds are available to trans- 
fer that operation to the high 
school site. In recent weeks, 
another possibility for the 

old building has emerged. 
An ex-Grayling resident and 
Grayling High School 
student, along with a group 
of investors, has inquired as 
to the possibility of pur- 
chasing the building for 
development as housing for 
senior citizens, No proposal! 
has been made and no com- 
mitment has been made by 
the Board but should a 
legitimate proposal be 
made, the Board would be in 
the position of having to 
choose between several op- 
tions regarding the building.

Couple Making 
3,500 Mile 
Canoe Trip 


A couple making a 3,500 
mile canoe trip is slowly in- 
ching their way up the 
Manistee River and will 
arrive sometime late this 
week. 

Harvey Van Patten who is 
making the trip with his 
fiance Tresa Bucher, both of 
Lakeside, Oregon and their 
dog Josephine are paddling 
the Lewis and Clark route. 
The trip began May 17 in 
Three Forks, Montana and 
their destination is Tawas. 

A recent communication 
from the coupie to the Gray- 
ling Regional Charnber of 
Commerce indicated that 
only once during the trip 
have they “hitched” a ride 
and that was on a tug "ush- 
ing two oil barges up the 
Lagrange, Indiana locks. 

Ms. Bucher explained that 
they had faced temperatures 
of between 95 degrees and 
105 degrees for six weeks 
and cooking food over an 
open fire was not too ap- 
petizing. She said, ‘‘Even- 
tually the stress began to 
take its tole on our bodies 
and we began to experience 
exhaustion.” 

They rode 240 miles on the 
tug and then paddled the 27 
miles to Chicago. Prior to 
taking the tug ride, the 
couple paddled 2,425 miles 
and portaged 15 dams on the 
Missouri River. 

Van Patten told the repor- 
ter from the Pierre, South 
Dakota Daily Capital Jour- 
nal that sun is a great 
problem. ‘It really eats up 
your skin’, he said. They try 
to keep covered as much as 
possible including fingerless 
gloves to protect their hands. 

The couple sleeps in a tent 
at night which isn’t very 
much fun when it is storm- 
ing, they said. In general 
though, they noted that the 
weather has been favorable. 

Josephine is a 14 year old 
German Shepard who tends 
to sleep most of the time, but 
according to Van Patten is a 
great companion. He noted 
that they wanted to make the 
trip by canoe because it was 
a great way to see the coun- 
try traveling together. 

Plans cali for them to be 
met at Ray’s Manistee 
Canoe Livery by a 
delegation of canoe livery 
owners and other chamber 
of commerce members. The 
couple will portage the canoe 
to the AuSable but the en- 
tourage will accompany 
them to Grayling where they 
will have a luncheon and ap- 
propriate honors for the 
journey. 

They will then be sent off 
on their journey down the 
AuSable River to their even- 
tual Tawas destination.

The proposal would require that 
all “employable” recipients of either 
aid to families with dependent child- 
ren and general assistance take 
placement in a program or lose their 
benefits for three months. 

A second refusal to engage in the 
program would mean a loss of 
benefits for six months. 

Engler said cutoff of ADC funds 
would not affect the children in an 
ADC household, only the adult por- 
tion of the grant would be cut off. 


A workfare program that could af- 
fect up to 200,000 welfare recipients 
by providing them with education, 
job training and community work 
experience was recently unveiled by 
the Republican legislative leader- 
ship. 

The proposal, which would require 
that employable welfare recipients 
lose their benefits for three months 
if they refuse placement, would cost 
$39 million and is the first in the 
process to divide the disputed $43 
million which held up passage of the 
fiscal 1983-84 department of social 
services budget. 

‘Senate Minority Leader John 
Engler (R-Mt. Pleasant) and House 
Minority Leader Michael Busch (R- 
Saginaw) both said that the 
proposal is designed to ‘‘break the 
welfare cycle” and “restore self- 
esteem’”’ to recipients of public aid 
by giving help in finding work. 

The program is designed to 
provide a ‘‘meaningful life experien- 
ce” rather than short-term public 
work jobs, added Sens. Harry Gast 
(R-St. Joseph) and Robert Geake (R- 
Northville) and Rep. Ralph Ostling 
(R‘Roscommon). 

The proposal would provide $4 
million for staff and administrative 
expenses, then allocate $18 million 
to counties based on _ their 
population and another $10 million 
based on county unemployment 
rates. 

‘The remaining $7 million would be 
allocated on a ‘“‘performance based 
incentive formula’ to counties 

yhich run the best job training pro- 
ams. 

' Emphasis has been put on coun- 

ties running the programs because 

they have ‘“‘more information about 

'the needs and resources of their 

‘communities and residents. And the 


would exempt children under 16, 
full-time high school or college 
students, parents of children less 
than six years old and persons who 
are ill, under medical treatment or at 
least 55 years old. 

The program would leave $4 
million of the disputed $43 million 
for energy programs. Busch said 
taking care of the immediate threat 
of utility services being cut off could 
be handled by $3.6 million of that 
total. 

The disputed $43 million was 
originally proposed by Governor 
James Blanchard to provde a 5 per- 
cent increase in welfare grants. 

The House opted for an energy 
need program while the Senate con- 
verted the funds to a workfare 
proposal. 

Efforts to resolve the difference 
failed in a joint House-Senate con- 
ference committee and_ the 


Legislature agreed to put the issue 

on hold for the 

separate legislation to divide and 

use the funds when it returns in the

If you have a garden, you 
no doubt have Purslane, a 
common weed also called 
pussley. This weed is dif- 
ficult to get rid of since a 
single plant may preduce 
over fifty thousand seeds. 
Many people consider it as a 
tasty crop since it makes an 
excellent salad or potherb. 
One way to prepare it is to 
drop the tender leafy tips in- 
to salted boiling water, 
simmer for about five 
minutes or until tender, and 
serve with melted butter or 
margarine. A little purslane 
goes _ surprisingly far 
because it loses little bulk in 
cooking. Since the plant has 
a mildly acid taste, try cut- 
ting four slices of bacon into 
small shreds and frying 
them until crisp. Then pour 
in one-half cup vinegar and 
one-half cup hot water, along 
with two teaspeons brown 
sugar, and salt and pepper io 
taste. Mix these ingredients 
thoroughly, bring to a bub- 
ble, and pour over a large 
heap of tender young pur- 
slane tips. Fork the greens 
gently about until they are 
all well coated. Garnish with 
chopped, hard-boiled eggs, 
and sprinkle with paprika. 
Since purslane has a 
mucilaginous quality, it is 
also good for adding con- 
sistency to soups and stews. 
If you run out of purslane, let 
me know because I can find 
a lot for you.
